A SHOCK TO THE NATION 
Indianapolis, Ind., Nor. 25.—Hon. Tho rn a* 
A Hendricks, vice president of the United 
States, died very suddenly at his residence in 
this city at 4:45 o’clock this evening, under 
circumstances that were par icularlv dis­ 
tressing; to his faintly and friend*, inasmuch 
a* they had not anticipated a fatal termina­ 
tion of his brief illness, and nobody wa« with 
him when the end came. 
He returned from 
Chicago last Saturday, and since then had 
been complaining somewhat of pain in Iii* 
head and breast, but nothing serious was 
thought of it 
I-ast night he and Mrs Hen 
dricks attended a reception given at the res­ 
idence of Hon. John J. Cooper, state treas­ 
urer, returning home in their carriage about 
midnight. 
Mr Hendricks had taken off the 
heavy clothing which he usually w< re, and 
put on a dress suit of lighter material, and 
before he got home he complained of child­ 
ness and a certain degree of exhaustion, but 
attributed it to malarial int!minces. 
He sat 
by the fire for an hour or mole before retir 
ing. but declined to send for a phvsician, 
although urged to do so 
He slept restlessly 
until about H o’clock this morning, when he 
arose, dressed himself, and ate quite a 
hearty breakfast, saying he felt much Issuer 
and intended to attend to considerable d • 
laved huffiness during the day. 
He and Mr? 
Hendricks walked out for nearly half an 
hour, and he apparently 
KEO AIN ED HIS PHYSICAL VIGOR 
and cheerfulness. 
An hour later, however, 
he l>egan to be troubled with j>ainx in the 
region of his stomach, and Mrs Hendrick* 
sent for the family physician, Dr W. C 
Thompson, a life-long and 
confidential 
friend of the vice president 
Aa the pain - in 
the stomach continued to increase, he was 
given an emetic and afterward an injection, 
and relief came In the natural way. He arose 
from hi* lied In which he had lain only a few- 
minute* and read the morning papers, ta!k- 
ng cheerfully with his wife and an old house 
servant Just before noon he had a relapse, 
however, and the physician 
was 
again 
summoned and administered 
the usual 
remedies, 
beside 
bleeding

patient, 
and Mr. Hendricks again expressed himself 
as being greatly relieved. 
He remained in 
his room all the afternoon, occasionally 
rising from his bed. to which he wa* com­ 
pelled to return bv the recurrence of the 
pains.

lay on the bed outside of the covering, only 
partly disrobed, w ith hts eves ha f open as if 
in a gentle sleep. 
On his face there were no 
traces of pain, but a pallor had come over it 
that indicated only too plainlv that be had 
passed away. 
It needed no close examina­ 
tion to tell that he was dead. and Mrs. Hen­ 
dricks screamed and ran down stairs

Mrs. Hendricks 
became almost distracted with grief, and it 
was an hour or more before she became 
sufficiently composed to give any informa­ 
tion about her husband’s last moments. The 
family servants, two of whom had lived 
with them for years, ran about the house 
crying aud moaning, and there was the 
utmost confusion for a time. 
When the 
news w*as bulletined down town it was gen- i 
orally discredited, and in a very few minutes 
a hundred or more of Mr Hendricks' close 
jiolitical and personal friends had hurried to 
the house. 
Very soon 


A GREAT CROWD COLLECTED 
around the entrance on the street, and it 
was found necessary to refuse admission to 
ail comers except the immediate relatives. 
Mr. Hendricks died in his private chamber, 
a large, comfortable room in which he did 
the most of hiR work Near his bedside was 
a case containing legal and political works, 
and ou his desk wrere his papers, memoranda 
and a large number of letters which had 
been allowed to accumulate without an­ 
swering for the last two or three days. 
Hie 
dressing gown and slippers were at his bed­ 
side, and near by was a small stand on 
which were various medicines and a goblet 
of water. 
Portraits, landscapes and bric-a- 
brac adorned the walls of the room, and 
were in striking contrast with the sad 
scene within. 
Dr. Thompson says that, 
in his 
opinion, Mr. Hendricks 
died of 
paralysis of the brain, and there wilt prob­ 
ably be a post-mortem examination to estab­ 
lish what the disease was. 
For several years 
he had not been a robust man, and was sub­ 
ject to frequent “bad spells,” as he called 
them, during which he would be prostrated 
sometimes for days at a time. 
A flout two 
years ago he wras confined to his room for 
several weeks by a gangreneous affection of 
the foot, which at tile time it was feared 
would result in blood poisoning, and it was 
then thought that the end of life was near; 
but he ajiparentJy recovered entirely from 
this and was in his usual health. 
While in 
Washington during the last session of con­ 
gress, he was overworked and almost worn 
out by the press of political matters, and 
upon his return home he signified his inten­ 
tion of laying aside all public business last 
gummer and devoting the time to recreation.

MR. HENDRICKS’ CARE bit. 


EARLY DAY8. 
Thomas A Hendricks was born on a farer 
near Zanesville, Muskingum county. Ohio, 
Sept. 7, 1819. 
His father, Mat 
John 
Hendricks, with his family, left Ohio tho 
spring after Thomas was born, and settled at 
Madison, Ind. 
Maj. Hendricks remained a1 
Madison until 1822, when he removed tc 
Shelby county, then very sparsely settled, 
and opened up a farm. 
It was located near 
the center of the county, and Shelbyville, 
the county seat, was afterward jiartly laid 
out upon it 
It was here that Hendricks 
E rew to manhood. 
After the completion of 
is education at Hanover college, one of the 
Eioneer educational institutions of the West, 
e studied law, and in due time was ad­ 
mitted to the bar. 
Mr. Hendricks’ pub­ 
lic life was long and varied. 
In 1848 
he was elected to the state legislature 
from his county. 
In 1850 he was chosen a 
delegate to the convention which made tb6 
present constitution of the state, and was an 
active participator in the proceedings of that 
body. In 1851 he w'as elected to congress, 
and in 1852 was re-elected to the same 
office. 
In 1855 he was appointed commis­ 
sioner of the general land office, and held 
the position until he resigned it in 1859. 
In 
1863 he was elected a senator of the United 
States, and served a full term of six years. 
In 1872 he was elected governor of Indiana, 
and served as such until January, 1877, 
when he was succeeded by Gov. Williams. 
In 1860 he ran for governor against Henry 
8. Lane, and was defeated by 9,757 votes

The same year Gen. Grant’* major­ 
ity over Mr. Greeley was 22,924. Gov. Hen­

187‘ih e was a conspicuous candidate lor 
the presidency, aud had the Wishes of the 
Democracy of the West been consulted it is 
possible lie would ImTe Been nominated.

To pla­ 
cate his disappointed friends, Mr. Hendricks 
was given the second place on the ticket, 
and materially Increased its strength in all 
the Western state* In 1877, Mr. Hendricks’ 
term of office as governor expiring, he went 
into private life- and resumed the practice 
of law in his own state. 
HIH SUCCESS AS A lA W tE .n . 
Ile studied the law at Chambersburg, Ba., 
in the office of his uncle, Judge Thomson, 
an cutin* bt (arist of that state. 
He thor­ 
oughly mastered }ts <?em»ntary principles 
and the minutiae of its practice. 
With this 
foundation, arid with a natural legal mind. 
he was never at a loss, and was always 
strong in any cause without special book 
preparation. 
Before court or jury he wa* 
equally at home. 
In a trial he was never off 
hi* guard, nor disconcerted by any unlooked- 
for turn in the fortune of a cafe. 
He en­ 
countered any such crisis with as much 
promptness, fortitude and address as if ii 
nae] beer! anticipated and prepared for. 
Mr. 
Hendricks was remarkable tot tho readi­ 
ness with which he 
gathered 
up and 
got well in hand 
the questions, boti! 
of 
law 
and 
fact, 
in 
any 
case 
in 
which lie was engaged. In this readiness no 
advocate in the' country excelled him. and 
very few equaled him. 
He had no specialty 
as an advocate, being alike efficient iii the 
civil and ihe criminal court, and in all kinds

Although out of office 
after his retiremenf from the gubernaterial 
chair, Mr. Hendricks was not out of jiolitica. 
Hi.* voice was heard in ever^ important 
campaign ii* his state*, and ae retained the 
iivelie-t interest in al! political questions of 
the day. 
His adherents rallied 
hrotind 
him egain in I BHO, and his name wa* ouce 
more prominent for the presidential noini- 
n'aion. 
A bitter fight sprang up among 
the YVestem leaders, and a strong opposi­

Douall at that time disputed his prestige 
with the Democracy of his state, and had at* 
ta m d considerable popularity in other part

M adrid, N ov. 25.---K ing Alfonso 
died this m orning of consumption 
accelerated bv dysentery. 
The 
widow o f the king is com pletely 
prostrated by his death. 
Through­ 
out Monday night the king had 
spasmodic fits. the results of fever 
and debility. 
Six doctors of Ma­ 
drid aud tw o rof El Pardo were in 
con stan t 
attendance 
upon 
him. 
They decided on Tuesday m orning 
that the king was in a dangerous 
condition. 
The 
fits 
continued 
throughout Tuesday, and the king 
died at 8:45 ©’clock 
W ednesday 
m orning. 
The pope's benediction 
arrived before he expired. 
All the 
officers of state and 
the cabinet 
m inisters, except the m inister of 
war and m inister o f the interior, 
were present when he expired. The 
cabinet met immediately and the 
queen was appointed regent. 
In 
accordance w ith the law, the m em ­ 
bers of the cabinet have tendered 
their resignations, but will remain 
in office at the regent's pleasure. 
The body of K ing Alfonzo w ill be 
interred in the palace o f the Escu- 
rial. 
Orders have Wen issued that 
the troops be confined to the bar­ 
racks. Great anxiety prevails here. 
A rigid censorship is exercised over 
press telegram s. 
Queen Victoria 
was the first j>erson in E ngland to 
receive an official notification of 
K ing 
A lfonso's 
death. 
Besides 
sending a m essage of condolence to 
Madrid, she dispatched a special 
m essenger to the Spanish embassy 
at London w ithin half an hour of 
the receipt o f the new s.

starving. 
The harvest of 1623, how ever, 
was a bountiful one, and the governor of 
the colony set apart a day to be observed 
as a day of thanksgiving and praise, and 
of feasting. 
The custom was kept up 
year by year, and soon came to be regu­ 
larly observed throughout the New Eng­ 
land colonies, although its growth was 
slower in other portions of the country, 
Tile first national thanksgiving procla­ 
mation was issued tty President W ash­ 
ington and other similar proc la rn at ions 
were issued by oilier presidents, but it 
was not made a national holiday until 
1862. 
Now- nearly every state and ter­ 
ritory in the union make official recogni­ 
tion of the day. 
Among the New Eng­ 
landers, especially, it is pre-eminently a 
day for family reunions. 
The date is 
usually the fourth Thursday in Novem­ 
ber.

“There may be bears among railroad 
owners who rejoice in wrecking rail­ 
roads that they do not own, but to the 
practical railroader a train wreck is a 
big loss directly, 
besides the loss in 
prestige which follows.” 
“ Is the rolling stock so costly?” 
“ Yes, a freight train, for instance, 
that rolls down an em bankm ent,where 
half of it is burned, 
will give you a 
good idea of the loss. 
The average 
engine is worth $7,000. 
A common 
freight car is worth $475, or perhaps 
$500. 
The ordinary 
gondolas 
are 
worth $400 to $425. 
An engine is 
rarely ruined beyond repair, but a 
wrdck can knock $3,000 out of it just 
as easy as rolling off a log. 
A burned 
car is a m ined car, of course, and re­ 
pairs on those that are crushed may 
cost anywhere from $50 to $200 each. 
If a passenger car, such as is used 
on ordinary roads, is burned, $3,500 
goes up in smoke. 
These figures are 
for the cars in use, and not Dew out of 
tho shop. 
From this you can see that 
wrecks may happen which cost a com­ 
pany $10,000, and yet nothing is like­ 
ly to be said about them in the papers 
unless some one gets hurt, and not 
then if the railroad men can keep it 
quiet.” —N. Y. bun.

A w riter in the New’ York Tribune, 
in treating of the utility of planting 
fruit trees by fences pays: “One ad­ 
vantage attending this planting is the 
economy of drawing handsome returns 
from soil otherwise unproductive, as 
roadways or lanes. 
The roots of the 
trees search this through, and find abun­ 
dant available food, for no growth robs 
the soil, not even grass, while it is con­ 
tinually receiving m anurial droppings. 
Another very im portant gain results 
from the -afety of the trees from 
wounds. 
The fence shelters the stem 
from sun-scald and from cattle-rub­ 
bing, and the roots are safe from that 
ruin of orchards, the plowshare, which 
not only tears the roots while in the 
height of Summer activity, but, what 
is worse, though least seen or suspec­ 
ted, shears off the feeding rootlets at 
the same fatal season—these innum era­ 
ble points being found near the surface 
where their most wholesome food is 
most abundant. 
Fence-row trees live 
longer than trees exposed to injury in j 
open orchards. 
Trees of erect habit j 
should be chosen, and preferably W in­ 
ter sorts of color green or unattractive 
before ripening in the cellar. 
Such j 
fruits, while the most valuable, do n o t! 
attract depredators, and field crops are j 
out of the way before the time arrives 
for gathering the apples. 
Such rows 
of well-shaped trees embellish a farm, 
help to shelter its surface and add to 
the beauty of the landscape.

An E x-N aval Officer’s A ccount o f H is E x­ 
p erien ce iii a J a p a n ese T yphoon. 
“T he recent to rn a d o a t Philadel 
phia was a vivid illu stratio n of w hat 
the wind can do when it gets a good 
ready o n ,” said Jo h n B. R obinson, 
foreleven years an officer in th e U nit­ 
ed S tates navy. 
“ I was over to see 
the effects of the blow- in Camden, arid 
the destruction Is similar* to th a t cadg­ 
ed by a hurricane in the tropics o r an 
E ast 
In dia typhoon. 
No one can 
ever believe the w ind could exert such 
linen rt lily force until he has experienc­ 
ed it himself. 
I was in a typhoon Once 
on the I Itll of August, 1871, in tho 
United 
S tates 
steam ship 
Idaho, 
rn Y okoham a 
h arb o r, 
Ja p a n . 
I 
never w ant 
an o th er such experi­ 
ence. 
We had a long spell of in­ 
tensely h o t w eather. rj he day before 
the typhoon p a rt of th e T enth B ritish 
Regiment and R oyal M arines, exehang 


tra n sp o rt, and to avoid the heat 
m oved in th e early m orning. 
Five of 
the men were sunstruck when tile sun 
was not three degrees high. 
We had 
ab o u t tw enty-four h o u rs’ notice of 
the coming of the typhoon by the fall 
of th e barom eter, th e shifting of the 
wind, and increasing m oisture of the 
atm osphere.

T he hest tim e for seeing perfect 
feathering is in the W inter, o r onw ard 
to th e Spring; then, after a very sh o rt 
honeym oon, th e birds settle dow n to 
dom estic drudgery with exem plary 
ardor, with the result th a t a t the end 
oi a few weeks their tail feathers are 
rough 
and irregular, their pinions 
worn and ragged from co n sta n t con­ 
ta c t w ith the nest in sitting; and by 
the tim e their new su its com eat m id­ 
sum m er they are* m ore th a n ready for 
it. T he Spring, of course, is the cli­ 
m ax of a bird ’s life. 
W ith scrupulous 
care he arranges hourly his feathers, 
all their m akings are seen to perfec- 


sent from C hattanooga to Macon for 
45 cents, 
and freight hauled trom 
Nashville to C hattanooga for $1 a car 
load.

P icking Stones in New England 


A bout as laborious work as ever 
fell to the average N»rev England boy, 
says the W aterbury Am erican, was

and use the sta tio n a ry engine, which 
is located in the shop on to p of the 
hill, to draw the load where they 
w ant it. They have only to m ove 
their track (which is m ade of wood) 
to different p a rts of the field to reach 
all points, and w hat appeared a t one 
tim e to be a great task will soon be 
com pleted.

the foot, which at the tim e it was feared ; 
would result in blood poisoning, and it was 
then thought th a t the end of life was near; 
but he apparently recovered entirety from 
this and was In his usual health.

W ashington during the last session of con­ 
gress, he was overw orked and alm ost worn 
out by the press of political m atters, and 
upon his retu rn home he signified his in ten ­ 
tion of laying aside all public business last 
sum m er and devoting the tim e to recreation.

There were dark days in the early 
years of this couple; they trod a nar­ 
row, rugged path, but they made it 
wide enough to go sido by side, hand 
in hand, heart by heart, for they clung 
close to each other.

had she 
been anything but the tender, true, 
loving, bright, h >peful woman that she 
was, her husband might have fallen by 
the wayside,his high destiny unsuspect­ 
ed, his name almost unknown.

King Alfonza D ead. 
Madrid, N ov. 25.---King Alfonso 
died this morning of consumption 
accelerated by dysentery. 
The 
widow of the king is completely 
prostrated by his death. Through- 
out Monday night the king had 
spasmodic fits, the results of fever 
and debility. 
Six doctors of Ma­ 
drid aud tw o ,o f El Pardo were in 
constant attendance 
upon him. 
They decided on Tuesday morning 
that the king was in a dangerous 
condition. 
The 
tits 
continued 
throughout Tuesday, and the king 
died at 8:45 o’clock Wednesday 
morning. 
The pope’s benediction 
arrived before he expired. 
All the 
officers of state and 
the cabinet 
ministers, except the minister of 
war and minister of the interior, 
were present when lie expired. The 
cabinet met immediately and the 
queen was appointed regent, 
in 
accordance with the law, the mem­ 
bers of the cabinet have tendered 
their resignations, but will remain 
in office at the regent’s pleasure. 
The body of King Alfonzo will be 
interred in the palace of the Eseu- 
rial. 
Orders have been issued that 
the troops be confined to the bar­ 
racks. Great anxiety prevails here. 
A rigid censorship is exercised over 
press telegrams. 
Queen Victoria 
was the first person in England to 
receive an official notification of 
King Alfonso’s 
death. 
Besides 
sending a message of condolence to 
Madrid, she dispatched a special 
messenger to the Spanish embassy 
at London within half an hour of 
the receipt of the news.

“You occasionally hear people find 
fault because managers of railroads do 
not prevent accidents,” said a railroad 
man in Jersey City the other day. 
“There may be bears among railroad 
owners who rejoice in wrecking rail­ 
roads that they do not own, but to the 
S 
radical railroader a train wreck is a 
ig loss directly, besides the loss in 
prestige which follows.” 
“ Is the rolling stock so costly?” 
“Yes, a freight train, for instance, 
that rolls down an embankment,where 
half of it is burned, will give you a 
good idea of the loss. 
The average 
engine is worth $7,000. 
A common 
freight car is worth $475, or perhaps 
$500. 
The ordinary gondolas 
are 
worth $400 to $425. 
An engine is 
rarely ruined beyond repair, but a 
wrtftk can knock $3,000 out of it just 
as easy as rolling off a log. 
A burned 
car is a ruined car, of course, and re­ 
pairs on those that are crushed may 
cost anywhere from $50 to $200 each. 
If a passenger car, such as is used 
on ordinary roads, is burned, $3,500 
goes up in smoke. 
These figures are 
for the cars in use, and not Dew out of 
tho shop. 
From this you can see that 
wrecks may happen which cost a com­ 
pany $10,000, and yet nothing is like­ 
ly to be said about them in the papers 
unless some one gets hurt, and not 
then if the railroad men can keep it 
quiet.” —N. Y. >un.

A writer in the New York Tribune, 
in treating of the utility of planting 
fruit trees by fences pays: “One ad­ 
vantage attending this planting is the 
economy of drawing handsome returns 
from soil otherwise unproductive, as 
roadways or lanes. 
The roots of the 
trees search this through, and find abun- i 
dant available food, for no growth robs 
the soil, not even grass, while it is con­ 
tinually receiving manurial droppings. 
Another very important gain resu.ts j 
from the -afety of the trees from 
wounds. 
The fence shelters the stem 
from sun-scahl and from cattle-rub­ 
bing, and the roots are safe from that 
ruin of orchards, the plowshare, which , 
not only tears the roots while in the 
height of Summer activity, but, what , 
is worse, though least seen or suspec­ 
ted, shears off the feeding rootlets at 
the same fatal season—these innumera­ 
ble points being found near the surface 
where their most wholesome food is 
most abundant. 
Fence-row trees live , 
longer than trees exposed to injury in 
open orchards. 
Trees of erect habit 
should be chosen, and preferably Win­ 
ter sorts of color green or unattractive 
before ripening in the cellar. 
Such J 
fruits, while the most valuable, do not 
attract depredators, and field crops are | 
out of the way before the time arrives 
for gathering the apples. 
Such rows 
of well-shaped trees embellish a farm, 
help to shelter its surface and add to 
the beauty of the landscape.

8d.; while in 1856 there was purchased 
by t he same liberal corporation, for the 
same purpose, a hogshead of wine a t 
tho cost of £160.

ers th an Cromwell’s Ironsides.

A T R O P IC A L T O R N A D O . 


An Ex-N aval Officer’* A ccount o f H is Ex. 
p erien ce in a J a p a n ese T yphoon. 
“The recent tornado a t Philadel 
phia was a vivid illustration of what 
the wind can do when it gets a good 
ready on,” said John B. Robinson, 
for eleven years an officer in the Unit­ 
ed States navy. “ I was over to see 
the effects of the blow’ in Camden, artd 
the destruction is similar1 to th a t caus­ 
ed by a hurricane in the tropics or an 
East 
India typhoon. 
No one can 
ever believe the wind could exert siich 
unearthly force until lie has experienc­ 
ed it himself. 
I w as in a typhdon Once 
on the l l t l i of August, 1871,.in the 
United 
S tates 
steam ship 
Idaho, 
in Y okoham a 
harbor, 
Jap an . 
I 
never w ant 
another such experi­ 
ence. 
We had a long spell of in­ 
tensely hot weather. 'J he day before 
the typhoon p art of the T enth British 
Regiment and Royal Marines, exchang­ 
ed to go home, were transferred to a 
tran sp o rt, and to avoid the heat 
moved in the early morning. 
Five of 
the men were sunstruok when the sun 
was not three degrees high. 
We had 
about twenty-four hours’ notice of 
the coining of the typhoon by the fall 
of the barom eter, the shifting of the 
wind, and increasing m oisture of the 
atm ospheie. A few hours before the 
center of the storm passed the sky l»e- 
came filled with inky black clouds, 
gyrating around in the m ost confused 
m anner. The wind blew a steadily 
increasig gale, finally, as the storm 
center was upon us, assum ing hurri­ 
cane violence. 
“ I was navigating officer, and p art 
of my duty was to watch the barom ­ 
eter and sym pisom eter, which I m ark­ 
ed every ten and five m inutes. The 
mercury fell in regular jumps tow ard 
the last, as if the bottom were out the 
tube, halting a t 27.46. 
For the hour 
preceding this the situ atio n was per­ 
fectly awful. We were at anchor in 
the harbor, the two best bowers down 
and veered to ninety fathom s of chain 
on each. The harbor was full of craft, 
large and small. 
Admiral Kepple’s 
flagship, a Clyde-built steam er, was on 
one side of us, the Pacific mail steam er 
America, C aptain W arsaw, on the 
other; and a Norwegian hark near 
astern. The steam ers kept full head 
of steam on, and could ease up their 
cables. Our vessel and the other sail­ 
ing craft had to tru st to theirs. 
“The danger of fouling was immi­ 
nent. The bark drifted all around us, 
fortunately not striking us. 
H ad slu 
done so, both vessels would have been 
ground to pieces. The wind a t its 
height was simply indescribable, the 
noise th a t of ten thousand devils 
yelling in air. There was no sea on 
while the wind blew a t its greatest 
velocity, as it cut the tops off the 
waves like a knife, and the air was 
blu'd with a blinding salt m ist. 
We 
could not show our heads above the 
rail. To look to wind-ward or hold 
vour head up against the wind was 
impossible. 
When 
the 
barom eter 
ceased falling, the wind fell, and a dead 
calm, awful in its stillness, succeeded 
for about fifteen m inutes. We were 
then in the vortex of the storm an 1, 
as we 
afterw ards calculated, four 
miles from actual center. As the wind 
lulled the sea ro^e and came piling in 
th e harb o r in trem endous w aves, run­ 
ning in all directions, toppling over 
the decks and filling them with tons 
of water. 
Our hatches were battened 
down and everything was fast, but 
our serious danger was ju*t then, as 
we were loaded deep, and roiled so 
th a t we actually thought a t one tim e 
we’d tu rn clean over, bu t we came 
through it all right, but heavily shaken 
up. 
“The wind came out from the oppo­ 
site quarter, in a few* minutes blew the 
sea down again, and raged with de 
momac force and decreasing velocity 
for an hour or *o, the barom eter 
jumped up to nearly th irty inches 
again, the sky cleared until there was 
n o t a cloud to be seen, and the ty ­ 
phoon was past; but it left its wreck 
behind! Numbers of small crafts and 
several large steam ers were on the 
beach inline***** no bigger than a yard 
stick. 
The harbor was full of tea 
boxes for days from the wrecked ves­ 
sel*. 
Ashore the view was like in 
Camden, only the sw ath far wider. 
I 
have been five times across the A tlan­ 
tic, in some heavy wintry gales on 
th a t treacherous ocean; was in a cy 
clone off Ila tte ra s in the frigate Mace­ 
donia; have scudded 2.000 miles before 
the brave westerly winds’ on one p aral­ 
lel, off Caj>e of Good Hope, when go­ 
ing out to India, but I have never 
seen the wind blow so hard as in th a t 
typoon. 
Indeed I never believed it 
could blow ho. and use to joke a t the 
mess table with the executive officer, 
who had been in a typhoon prior to 
this one. ami would yarn about it. 
During the height of the typhoon he 
was standing alongside of me under 
the break of tHe poop. Captain J. 
Crittendon W atson was in the cabin 
praying. 
He leaned down close to my 
ear, and, yelling with all his power— 
otherwise I could not have heard him 
for the shrieking of the wind—said: 
“ Now. d —n you, don’t you believe it 
can blow?” My reply was an affirm a­ 
tive nod of the head, as I registered 
the next jum p of the barom eter. 
“ Is there no way of escaping or m iti­ 
gating the danger of these violent to r­ 
nadoes?” 
“ None th a t science has yet discover­ 
ed. Outside, with sea room , you can 
run out of them if you are warned 
soon enough, as the captain of the 
Twilight tried to do recently; but 
if you are caught in the track of one, 
all you can do is to m ake everything 
snug about the decks, b atten down 
your hatches, bend your storm sails, 
furl your square sails and double lash 
them , run life lines along the decks, 
and p u t your tru st in Providence.” 


B ird s a n d T h e ir F e a th e r s . 


From the Magazine of Art. 
The best tim e for seeing perfect 
feathering is in the W inter, or onw ard 
to the Spring; then, after a very short 
honeymoon, the birds settle down to 
dom estic drudgery with exem plary 
ardor, with the result th a t a t the end 
of a few weeks their tail feathers are 
rough 
and irregular, their pinions 
worn and ragged from constant con­ 
tact with the nest in sitting; and by 
the tim e their new suits com eat mid­ 
sum m er they are m ore th an ready for 
it. The Spring, of course, is the cli­ 
max of a bird’s life. 
W ith scrupulous 
care he arranges hourly his feathers, 
all their makings are seen to perfec­ 
tion, and m any peculiarities of deco­ 
ration are then and then alone dis­ 
played. The fleshy combs and pro­ 
tuberances become scarlet and enlarg­ 
ed, and any one w ho has not seen a 
pheasant or cock grouse at this sea­ 
son of love would he astonished a t the 
alteration 
from his norm al state. 
The cock pigeon swells th a t p a rt of 
his body m ost adorned with irrides- 
cent feathers to m ake the grandest 
show he can; and every humble finch 
and small bird brushes up his m odest 
finery. 
It is said th a t not a single 
bright-colored feather on any bird’s 
body is left idle or unlayed. If birds 
have bright-colored tails, they raise 
them to the highest and fullest and 
abase their heads; if 
bright heads, 
then 
they 
shake 
out 
their 
plumes, 
their 
eyes 
distend and 
their w attles swell; and 
if, as in 
some cases, they have large tippets of 
feathers falling on both sides of the 
head they contrive the bewildered hen 
shall see all the glories of both sides a t 
a glance, and so drag all the feathers 
of the far side round to the near side, 
making such a huge m ass th a t the face 
is nearly hidden and the projecting 
beak alone shows where the head 
m ust be. All this is done for the hen’s 
benefit , and it is only done when she 
is near; it all tu rn s on her existence, 
and ceases if she is absent. 


A H e lp to G ood D ig estio n . 
In the British Medical Journal Dr. W. 
Roberts,of England, discusses the effect 
of liquors, tea, coffee and cocoa on di­ 
gestion. All of them retard the chemi­ 
cal processes, but m ost of them stim ­ 
ulate the glandular activity and m us­ 
cular contractions.
